That, of course. Is in line with the way our 
government works. We accept the majority 
decision In election of a President. Wi accept 
tho vote of a majority in eonRrcss for the 
enactment of laws, and of a supreme court 
majority in deciding upon their validity and 
Interpretation. 

But all thlg acceptance carries with It the 
right to howl, complain, denounce, and rebel. 
That Is not the case with Mr Wallace's plan. 
■ Th3 dissident majority member would have 
to button his lip and vote with the majority. 
To follow the guidance of a protesting con- 
science would mean losing his Ice cream and 
cake, and po.sslbly being charged with politi- 
cal arson as well. 

Under such a plan, any Important piece 
of legislation Introduced by the major party 
would be sure of passage, Tlie only expres- 
sion of guaranteed personal opinion, for or 
against, would come from the minority side 
of the aisle. The majority would debate and 
VDt« en bloc. 

If It were possible for a political party lo 
chart a specific four-year proRram and. If 
elected, stick to It, Mr. Wallace's plan might 
seem more workable. But everyone. Including 
Mr. Wallace,- knows that a party platform is 
mostly a vote-catcher to which neither dec 
tors nor elected pay much attention after 
the campolgrt closes. Furthermore, the plat- 
form can't anticipate changes or emergen- 
cies. 

Both parties' platforms of 1044 are full of 
forgotten promises. Neither contains any- 
thing about univ)tnal military training, draft 
extension, ftI»"-^«Hployment, merger of tho 
armed services, OPA extension or national 
health legislation. 
- — Mr.-"WRllilce-lmplle8 " that ' admlnEfonbrP 
backed legislation Is always right. He also 
Implies that voters have the chance to "dis- 
cipline" congre-ismen only at election time, 
and that otherwise the congressional party 
caucus Is alwltys right In its majority opinion. 
Further, he would penalize a majority nfem- 
ber for thinking and acting against the pre- 
scribed tide. 

The secretary's ^ suggeiUons are worth 
thlnking-about. He is riglft In wanting to dd 
something about negative obstructionism in 
congreiis when It clearly thwarta the bi-par- 
tisan wishes of the country's voters. But It 
docs seem that hi.s drastic cure might turn 
out to be as bad as the disease.
